“What Shall 
W e Do?” 


Charles J. Bloch, attorney in Ma- 
con, Ga., and a prominent and ag- 
gressive leader of prosegregation 

forces in his 
state and the 
South, has issued 
a plan of action 
titled “What 
Shall We Do?” 
It is a pro- 
posed plan of ac- 
tion in behalf of 
segregation and 
an attempt to re- 
gain “‘lost” states 
rights. It is addressed to the gov- 
ernor, to the political leaders of 
the state and South, and has been 
sent them by mail. 


lt may prove to be an impor- 
tant document for all concerned, 
but more especially for those 
Southern political leaders and the 
people of the Southern states who 
have been deceived by their elect- 
ed officials. They have repeated- 
ly told the people that the Su- 
preme Court violated the Consti- 
tution and that the Constitution, 
therefore, is not the law. 

Still others have been so un- 
truthful as to tell the people their 
state constitutions provide state 
sovereignty in conflict with the 
federal. Mr. Bloch is an attorney 
of ability and possessed of an in- 
tellectual honesty which does not 
permit him to deceive anyone. 

Therefore, the basis of his open- 
ing statement and its initial em- 
phasis on the Constitution, com- 
ing as it does from a positive seg- 
regationist, is public service. Mr. 
Bloch said of the Constitution: 

“Article VI, paragraph 2, of 
the Constitution of the United 
States provides: 


Supreme Law 


‘“ “THIS Constitution, and the 
Laws of the United states which 
shall be made in_ pursuance 
thereof: and all Treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the 
Authority of the United States, 
shall be the Supreme Law of the 
Land: and the Judges in every 
State shall be bound thereby, any 
Thing in the Constitution or Laws 
of any State to the Contrary not- 
withstanding.” ‘(Emphasis _ add- 
ed.)”’ 

“The 14th Amendment, like the 
original Constitution and other 
amendments, became a part of 
the Supreme Law of the Land 
within the limits of its opera- 
a 
“It is the Constitution which is 
the Supreme Law of the Land. 
As a corollary, it is the Constitu- 
tion, the meaning of which has 
been detérmined by long settled 
decisions of the judiciary and 
unbroken and wunvarying prac- 
tice, which is the Supreme Law of 
the Land.” 

Mr. Bloch, of course, believes 
the court departed from what had 
come to be accepted as standard 
procedures in arriving at its 
school decision. He objects strenu- 
ously to this fact, and he thinks 
the court ignored necessary 
precedents. 

The great significance of Mr. 
Bloch’s plan is that he, as an at- 
torney for prosegregationist 
forces, proposes a legal approach 
rather than one of physical de- 
fiance’ 

But the basic service Mr. Bloch 
has done the politicians of the 
South, and the people, is in put- 
ting the facts of the Constitution 
of the United States in so clear a 
perspective. 


Possible Remedy 


Mr. Bloch points out that the 
only possible remedy lies through 
the Congress. Many people, he 
says, believe the 10th Amend- 
ment has been violated or ig- 
nored. This amendment declares 
powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution nor 
prohibited by it to the states are 
reserved to the states respective- 
ly, or to the people. 

Here again, as even the non- 
legal mind can see, there is great 
latitude. Not all the powers of 
the states are defined. And that 
small, concluding phrase, ‘‘or to 
the people,”” provides further am- 
biguity. This phrase brings the 
10th Amendment within the mean-

An Army spokesman said regu- 
lar Army troops on the scene 
are equipped to use tear gas if it 
is required. The new complement 
will transport additional supplies 
and supervise storage of tear gas 
equipment, he said. 

There were, few spectators in 
the vicinity of Central High 
‘School Thursday. 


TROOPS MOVED 


Later in the afternoon troops 
which had-ringed the school and 
street directly in front of the 
building were moved a_ block 
away. 

Army authorities said this was 
done for two purposes: 

1. To prevent anyone except 
newsmen and residents of the 
area from coming close to the 
school. 

2. To try to create a “‘normal”’ 
atmosphere in front of the school. 

The nine Negro students attend- 
ing school were escorted to and 
from the school by Army vehicles. 


GATHER AT HOME 


The students gathered at the 
home of Mrs. L. C. Bates, presi- 
dent of the Arkansas NAACP, two 
miles from the campus for the 
trip to the school. They returned 
to Mrs. Bates’ home in the after- 
noon. 


As the students alighted from 
an Army station wagon Thursday 
afternoon a white woman on a 
porch across the street called out, 
“I wish I had free public trans- 
portation.”

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Russell Calls on Ike 
To Halt GI ‘Violence’

W ASHINGTON. Sept. 26—As chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, Sen. Russell tonight 
called on President Eisenhower to stop soldiers from 
committing acts of violence against civilians in Little 


Rock. 

In a scorching telegram to Ei- 
senhower, the angered senator 
strongly protested ‘“‘high-handed 
and illegal methods”’ used by fed- 
eral troops to enforce racial in- 
tegration at Little Rock’s Cen- 
tral High School. 


If news reports from Little 
Rock are true, Russell told the 
President, the soldiers are “‘disre- 
garding and overriding the ele- 
mentary rights of American citi- 
zens by applying tactics which

Some Central High Students

LITTLE ROCK, Sept. 26—A number of the students attending 


They are members of a local 
National Guard Unit which was 
activated by President Eisenhow- 
er’s order federalizing Arkansas 
National Guard troops. 

One of the students, who asked 
not be identified, said that 20 or 
30 pupils are members of the unit. 

“All we have to do is report 
for formation at 7 in the morning 
and again at 6 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon,” he said. “We get a full 
day’s pay.” 

He said he gets about $5 a day 
as a specialist third class. ~ 

Orders to all but one unit of the 


heavily guarded Central High School are federal troops themselves. 


National Guard are to continue 
their normal pursuits and report 
for roll call twice daily. 


Army officials have refused to 
say whether the purpose of fed- 
eralizing the guard was to immo- 
bilize it so it could not be used 
by state authorities. 


Gov. Orval Faubus used Na- 
tional Guard troops to prevent the 
Negro students from attending 
class before Eisenhower’s order 
this week sending regular Army 
troops to the scene and federaliz- 
ing the National Guard.

Declaring that he is protesting 
“as a citizen, as a senator of the 
United States and as chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services,” Russell sent identical 
telegrams to President Eisenhow- 
er and to Secretary of Defense 
Wilson. 

“There are millions of pa- 
triotic people in this country 
who will strongly resent the 
strong-armed totalitarian police- 
state methods employed at Little 
Rock,” the senator told Eisen- 
hower. 

“The fact that these tactics are 
unneccesary makes it even more 
tragic,”” he added. 

MARSHALS’ POSSES 


“The laws of this country give 
ample authority to U.S. marshals 
to deputize a posse of sufficient 
strength to maintain order and 
carry out any decision of the 
courts,”’ Russell said. “It was 
never contemplated that such a 
great aggregation of military 
might would be diverted for this 
purpose. 

‘However, since you have seen 
fit to order the troopers into 
action, they should observe the 
elementary rights of American 
citizens who are violating no fed- 
eral law, especially in the ab-

“Neither was it necessary to 
make wholesale arrests of Ark- 
ansas citizens. No bayonets were 
used and the weapons of guards- 
men were never loaded.” 


URGES OBEDIENCE 

He said this was “in stark con- 
trast to the use of sharpened, 
naked bayonets on schoolgirls and 
other Arkansas citizens, the 
bludgeoning of others with rifle 
butts, and the wholesale arrests 
made by these United States mili- 
tary forces.”

Joseph Della Barber, 14, was 
treated at Misericordia Hospital 
for face cuts and a head injury 
suffered in a brief scuffle be- 
tween white and Negro boys 
during the lunch hour on the 
steps of Overbrook High School. 
The Della Barba boy is white. 
There were no arrests. 

Later in the day, authorities at 
a Catholic high school for girls 
in another section of the city kept 
the students indoors 30 minutes 
past dismissal time while police 
dispersed a group of adolescents 
and adults outside the school. 

Rev. Francis X. Tracey, prin- 
cipal of St. Maria Goretti High 
School, said his action was 
prompted by rumors that Negro 
youths had threatened to “beat up 
two white girls” for every Negro 
boy beaten by white boys.

Orval Faubus Speaks 


Faubus

LITTLE ROCK, Sept. 26—Gov. 
Orval Faubus told newsmen to- 
night that a special session of 
the Arkansas Legislature may be 
called soon to deal with the 
school integration crisis. 

He said he is under “‘terrific 
pressure” from some legislators, 
and added that ‘‘many urged 
abolition of the public school sys- 
tem.”’ 

He said that some suggested a 
law to cut off state funds to any 
public school forced to integrate. 
(Georgia already has such a 
law.) 

SPECIAL SESSION 

At a press conference following 
his television address, Faubus 
told of a possible special session. 
He said the next regular session 
is not scheduled until January, 
1959. 

Faubus said the use of federal 
troops at Central High School 
“may continue indefinitely.’”” He 
added that since the troops were 
already on duty, “it may not be 
an easy matter to move out.”’ 

Faubus said emphatically that 
he had never “‘sought to block in- 
tegration when it could be accom- 
plished peaceably.” 
ANTICIPATED TROUBLE 

Asked why he anticipated trou- 
ble and called out National Guard 
troops last week, Faubus said that 
the school superintendent two 
days before school opened told 
him the names of several peo- 
ple who would probably cause 
trouble and that there were about 
150 other people believed to be 
prepared to start trouble. In ad- 
dition, he said he had information 
of teen-age gangs that were ready 
to meet any attempt at integra- 
tion with violence. 

“All this put together spelled 
only one thing: disorder and vio- 
lence.”

CAN’T REPAIR 


Stanley said the ‘damage inflict- 
ed upon our constitutional system 
and our public schools by the Su- 
preme Court and the Eisenhower 
administration can never be re- 
paired during the lifetime of a 
child now entering the first 
grade.” 

A Charlottesville, Va. attorney 
resigned his commission as a lieu- | 
tenant in the naval reserve and 
explained in a letter to Eisenhow- 
er that “I would refuse to take ac- 
tion against the citizens of any 
state which involved a challenge 
of states’ rights.” 

Democratic Sen. W. Kerr Scott 
of North Carolina characterized 
the President’s action as “just an 
invasion like the carpetbaggers.” 


FINAL PROOF 


Congressman A. S. (Syd) Her- 
long (D-Fla) said the Little Rock 
incident is final proof the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People plans to over- 
throw the government. 

“IT don’t think we need any 
further proof that the use of fed- 
eral troops is a plan to overthrow 
our government, because they 
have succeeded in a large degree 
in dividing our country,” Herlong 
said. 

In Homer, La., the chairman of 
the strongly pro-segregation Citi- 
zens Council of America asked for 
equal time on natienal radio and 
TV networks to answer Elsen- 
hower’s “‘one - sided explanation”’ 
of why he ordered troops to Little 
Rock.

pose.” 

New moves to keep. white 
schools white were spurred by the 
employment of the federal troops.

Orval Faubus 
of Arkansas today that “warrants 
be issued for the arrest of fed- 
eral soldiers responsible for un- 
necessary bludgeoning of Arkansas 
citizens and unlawful invasion of 
their home.”’ 


Johnston made public a tele- 
gram he sent Faubus. 

Johnston told a reporter, ‘‘The 
federal troops went into the state 
of. Arkansas and they have to 
abide by the laws of that state. 
Federal troops going into any 
State are subject to state laws.” 

“Of course,”’ he added, “‘It is 
up to the state courts to decide 
if they’re guilty of violating the 
law. 

“A soldier can be just as guilty 
as any other citizen violating the 
law of any state. If they have 
used too much force in Arkansas 
they are guilty of assault.” 


World Thinks U.S. Wars on Arkansas, Says Byrnes

26—President Eisenhower’s use of 
troops to enforce school integra- 
tion in Little Rock has given the 
world the impression that the 
United States has declared war on 
the State of Arkansas, former 
Secretary of State James F.

Byrnes, who served a term as 
governor of South Carolina after 
a lifetime of service in Washing- 
ton, spoke at an “Industry Appre- 
ciation” event here. Most of his 
address concerned the crisis over 
state and federal powers in Ar- 
kansas. 


He blamed the troop use de- 
cision primarily on Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell, excoriated the role 
of Judge Ronald Davies of North 
Dakota in the Little Rock situa- 
tion, and called on Southerners 
to close ranks and select as lead- 
ers only ‘‘stout-hearted’”’ men who 


| will not “betray”’ their people. 


UNITED SOUTH 


A united South, serving notice 
that the region is not “‘in the bag”’ 
for either major political party, 
might have a chance of securing 
“written pledges that will assure 
some respect for the U.S. Consti- 
tution and a greater respect for 
local government,” Byrnes de- 
clared. 

Noting the President’s conten- 
tion that his drastic action was 
required because U.S. prestige 
abroad was endangered, Byrnes 
said a better way would have 
been to preserve the status quo 
pending determination in the 
courts of the ‘‘serious legal ques- 
tion as to the right of a governor, 
under our Constitution, to pre- 
serve order.” 

The blame for racial violence 
in some states lies squarely at 
the door of the U.S. Supreme 
Court and its 1954 decision out- 
lawing school segregation, Byrnes 
said. 

But he traced immediate blame 
for the Arkansas crisis to Judge 
Davies, certain leaders of the 
national Democratic Party and 
Brownell, plus some “blind” fol- 
lowing of Brownell on the part 
of the President. 


LEFT TO LOCAL JUDGES 


Implementation of the court’s 
basic integration decree was left 
to local district judges presumed 
to know local people and condi- 
tions better than_ outsiders, 
Byrnes noted. But Davies was 
imported from North Dakota to 
fill a vacancy in Little Rock 
just as the time came for school 
to open in the midst of “unrest” 
which had existed ‘for months.” 

Byrnes said he did not know 
whether Davies was appointed 
upon recommendation of the De- 
partment of Justice but he did

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Tuesday Meeting 
Is Vital to Us All 


The entire South—the nation for that 
matter—will pray that the committee of 
five Southern governors will be success- 
ful in their conference with President 
Eisenhower next Tuesday and that federal 
troops can be withdrawn from Little Rock 
as quickly as possible. 

Headed by Gov. LeRoy Collins of Flor- 
ida and including Georgia’s Gov. Griffin, 
the group will seek a way to mediate be- 
tween Gov. Faubus and the President and 
to find common ground in the South’s 
agonizing problem. Somehow such com- 
mon ground must be found unless the 
region is to be subjected to even worse 
shocks. 

But there’s no indication of lessening 
of tension among certain elements in Lit- 
tle Rock. Amis Guthridge, head of the 
extremist segregation group, Capital Citi- 
zens’ Assn., told a large group of his fol- 
lowers Thursday that “When the troops 
leave, we'll still be here.” The threat 
implied will not be lost on the President 
nor will it contribute to any permanent 
so. utIon. 

The brief if abortive alert of addition- 
al Army units in other Southern states 
revealed yesterday could have been issued 


for only one purpose—as a threat. Secre- 
tary of the Army Brucker rescinded the 
order almost immediately, but the re- 


minder is there that armed force will be 
used if necessary to enforce federal au- 
thority. The only other explanation of 
such an order is that it was a reflection 
of sheer stupidity. 

No matter how one feels personally 
about what has happened, the President 
has gone too far to back down. Only ab- 
solute assurances that local and state au- 
thorities can prevent further mob vio- 
lence will influence him to remove fed- 
eral troops. And no one now can have 
much doubt of the extent of his authority. 
Its physical presence is there in Little 
Rock. 

Gov. Faubus took his argument to the 
nation via television last night. It was 
right that he be heard although his in- 
eptitude has been so fully demonstrated 
that his words lost most of their meaning. 


It is too bad that the real issues again 
are apt to be confused in politics. They 
go so much.deeper than any immediate 
partisan considerations, expediencies and 
ambitions—even beyond the humiliations 
of the people of Little Rock—that to use 
them for purely political purposes is 
rankest cynicism. 

And yet the rumors persist that Gov. 
Faubus’ has been motivated by his desire 
to run for a third term and that the Presi- 
dent was pushed into his uncompromis- 
ing position by the GOP hope of disinte- 
grating the Democratic Party. Both inten- 
tions may be achieved but the American 
people will be the ultimate foser. 

The importance of Tuesday's confer- 
ence cannot be overestimated. On its suc- 
cess or failure rests the question of wheth- 
er there will be even more tragic repe- 
titions of Little Rock. Only through com- 
mon sense and moderation, untinged by 
dangerous politics, can there be any work- 
able approach.

This is the season for fairs through- 
out the state, a time of magical joy for 
youngsters and oldsters alike. 

School children are especially happy. 
The State Board of Education allows one 
day’s class credit during the year in or- 
der for students of the individual school 
systems to go to a fair. The stipulation is 
that the fair selected be one that gives pre- 
miums in agriculture, livestock, poultry, 
industry, home economics and planned ed- 
ucational contests. 

Many fairs in Georgia do stress dis- 
plays and projects of an educational na- 
ture. 

Fairs as a whole in the state have im- 
proved in recent years. But there are 
still some cropping up from time to time 
which have the aspects of being a glori- 
fied coverup for nothing more than a free- 
wheeling carnival operation. 

The educational features the state 
board specified did not mean the kind 
that comes from lewd shows and gam- 
bling games. It would be well: for spon- 
sors and operators of fairs throughout the 
state to bear that in mind when setting 
up shop this season.

Governorships Sought 
Despite ‘Low’ Salaries 


The chief executive of a concern that 
spends from a quarter of a billion dollars 
to half a billion dollars a year should be 
well paid. 

If that concern is the state government, 
then he is not. 

That is what one must conclude after 


reading a report on Southern governors’ 
salaries as compiled at Sea Island this 
week. 

The highest paid governor gets $20,- 
000 annual salary. Gov. LeRoy Collins of 
Florida heads the list with that kind of 
pay. , 

Louisiana pays its governor $18,000. 
Virginia and West Virginia pay $17,500 
each. Six Southern states pay $15,000. 
Four, including Georgia, set the base sal- 
ary at $12,000. 

Arkansas’ now-famous Faubus is low 
man on the gubernatorial payroll with 
$10,000. That’s about what a school su- 
perintendent gets in the 25,000-class 
Georgia city. 

Obviously, the salary paid the chiefs 
of state is not commensurate with the 
job. On the other hand, every time there 
is an opening there are several candidates 
ready and willing to fill the vacancy de- 
spite the pay.

It’s Business as Usual 
In the Country’s Affairs 


All the headlines about our domestic 
troubles somewhat have dimmed the fact 
that this country’s affairs are going on 
about as usual. We’re still fighting a cold 
war with the Communists, the Middle 
East situation still simmers and inflation 
goes on as usual, 

Secretary Dulles has rejected the Reds’ 
deceptive note asking for an arms em- 
bargo to the Middle East—a _ proposal 
which in effect would have meant for the 
United States to abandon the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. In other words, it would have 
meant “hands-off” for us while the Rus- 
sians continued their plan to subvert and 
conquer the whole Middle East. 

Meanwhile, the Crown Prince of Saudi 
Arabia has come and gone amid loud pro- 
fessions of friendship for the United 
States. He said further, however, that he 
saw no reason to fear Communist-domi- 
nated Syria and Egypt and that his coun- 
try would stand by its alliance with both 
of them, 

King Saud has announced a meeting 
with the heads of both™the Syrian and 
Egyptian governments to discuss mutual 
problems. And Egypt has offered arms, 
presumably made in Russia, to neighbor- 
ing Tunisia. Obviously Arab nationalism 
still outweighs any fears which might 
exist concerning the Soviets’ subtle meth- 
ods of gaining control. 

In this country, living costs hit an- 
other all-time peak in August and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower continues his golf games 
at Newport, R.I. It’s politics as usual 
with his cohorts as the Old Guard con- 
tinues to undermine Eisenhower's “Mod- 
ern Republicanism.”

Might Help the Driver 


If that center stripe on the highway 
makes driving safer, why wouldn't it be 
a good idea to paint the edge of the road- 
way, at the right? 

Some safety engineers think the right 
shoulder line would be a big help. 

They are not sure, though, so they're 
trying out the edge stripe in four states— 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Ohio and 
Connecticut. 

The one-car accident is becoming more 
frequent at the same time multi-car col- 
lisions increase. More and more drivers 
are losing control on the shoulder, running 
off the road and rolling over. 

It seems logical that a plainly vis- 
ible stripe marking the right edge of the 
paving would promote safety. 

Meanwhile, keep driving between the 
lines, even though the one on the right 
so far is only imaginary.

Second, most jobs enlisted men 
fill in the Army do not require 
mental giants. The worst morale 
is found among draftee college 
graduates. 

Third, and most important to 
men making the Army a career, 
most of the men who are being 
forced out are Regular Army.

How About Giving People 
Of Little Rock a Chance? 


The story of Little Rock, in its 
present context, must begin with 
the Supreme Court decision which 
decreed that that which had been 
the law of the land was the law 
no longer. 

It is fair to say, we think, that 
the majority of Americans have 
now become uneasy under a sys- 
tem which in parts of the country 
enforced racial segregation not 
simply as a matter of social cus- 
tom or of preference but as a 
matter of law. This was true of 
many white Southerners as well 
as of citizens elsewhere. 


But we have in this country a 
constitutional system which pro- 
vides within itself an orderly 
method for changing the nation’s 
laws, including the basic consti- 
tutional law itself. The instrument 
was available and could be used 
at any time. That it had not yet 
been used to alter the system of 
racial segregation in the~-South 
was due to an instinctive recog- 
nition by the nation that to sub- 
stitute the compulsion of law for 
the pressure of time in this In- 
stance was to take a dangerous 
road. 


Be that as it may, the Supreme 
Court decided to do what the Leg- 
islature shunned. The constitution- 
al lawyers are still debating that 
decision. But no one can doubt 
that what is now dramatized in 
Little Rock has its origins in the 
Supreme Court. The tragedy be- 
gins with nine men who decided 
to remake the country. 


Yet for all the doubts about 
that action, the Supreme Court 
decision still did not make Little 
Rock inevitable. The court itself 
did not ask overnight enforce- 
ment everywhere, Within the 
South there were Many men who 
sought ways to meet it without 
violence; there were Many com- 
munities, even where the new 
“law” was disapproved of, that 
so'ght ways to accept it. 

One such community was Little 
Rock. It went ahead with a plan 
to meet the new legal require- 
ment of ending segregation with- 
out attempting anything that 
could be called complete integra- 
tion. This did not satisfy the 
NAACP. It did satisfy the fed- 
eral court which first reviewed 
it and so far as the public could 
tell it was accépted by the people 
of Little Rock. 

For all that anyone could tell, 
indeed, it was accepted even last 
Monday by the vast majority of 
the people of Little Rock. The 
white families knew on Sunday 
that a few Negroes would enter 
the high school, yet most of the 
white families sent their children 
to school on schedule. Inside the 
school there was no violence. 

The violence was all outside the 
school. And even there it did not 
come from ‘the hundred thousand 


way, one can say that this mob 
bent upon using force ‘“‘to keep 
the Negroes out’’ had before them 
the example of their governor 
who had used force to keep the 
Negroes out. With that example, 
with notice served that the gov- 
ernor was on their side, it would 
have been amazing if the kind 
of people who make up every 
mob had not felt all restraints 
unleashed. 


So now, in Little Rock, all the 
explosive forces have met togeth- 
er. A momentous new “law.” A 
deep undercurrent of people’s 
feelings, centuries old. A clash 
of powers between the federal 
and state authorities. An impet- 
uous governor and an impatient 
judge. Rabble-rousers. <An_in- 
flamed mob. And the tramp of 
soldiers. 

“In such a dynamite-laden sit- 
uation, it takes no wise man to 
see that one spark and the re- 
sulting explosion could encom- 
pass far more than Little Rock. 

The trouble thus far has been 
that there has hardly been pause 
to break the chain reaction. Gov. 
Faubus would not wait and see 
before he called out the Guard. 
Judge Davies, when asked to de- 
lay the desegregation order, was 
too impatient even to grant a 
hearing. The NAACP would not 
wait even a day to test the mob. 
And the mob, inevitably, would 
wait on nothing. 

When President Eisenhower 
acted it was not without pres- 
sure and not without provoca- 
tion; he had, up until Monday, 
proceeded with moderation. But 
on Monday the dust had hardly 
settled in Little Rock before the 
action of the mob brought the 
reaction of proclamations with 
their own clear threats of force. 
The troubled authorities of the 
city were not given 24 hours to 
see what they might yet be able 
to do to handle their city’s trou- 
bles. 

The people of Little Rock were 
given less time to act in the spirit 
of the proclamations. On the eve- 
ning of Monday the President 
warned of force. On Tuesday 
morning he federaliged the Ar- 
kansas National Guard. By late 
afternoon Tuesday airborne fed- 
eral troops were before a stunned 
Little Rock. 

Where the President’s action 
will lead, we do not know. But 
we do not think it an action to 
quiet passion: It certainly runs 
the risk of increasing the desper- 
ate feeling of people who see 
themselves coerced by great pow- 
er from afar. 

Federal troops can quell a riot. 
They can open the doors of a 
school building. They cannot 
make over the mores of a quarter 
of the nation. 

The tragedy of Little Rock thus 
far is that no one has been will- 
ing to give its decent and honor- 
able people the time to order 
their own affairs. And that error, 
if it be now compounded, could 
turn out to be tragic for the whole 
nation.

In the long run the Army would 
profit—both financially and_ in 
morale—by keeping the men who 
are interested in professional sol- 
diering and have proved them- 
selves.

Incorporated 48 years ago, For- 
est Park had a population of 400 
when Bill Lee graduated from 
high school in 1942. Since then it 
has boomed along with its county, 
Clayton, fastest-growing county in 
Georgia. 

In 1940, of the residents in Clay- 
ton County, 54.4, per cent were 
classified as rural-farm. In 1950 
the rural population was only 22 
per cent. 


One reason for the declining 
“rural” population is the way ‘the 
city limits of Forest Park have 
moved out. Indeed, the extensions 
have been so many that my host 
had trouble defining the present 
confines. 


In rough outline, the city ex- 
tends from Old Highway 41 and 
the Central of Georgia tracks on 
the west to State Highway 54, or 
Old Jonesboro road, and the Army 
Ordnance Depot on the east, from 
South River on the north to the 
Morrow corporate limits on -the 
south. 


Inside is a community of 
homes, of young people, of a 
school population that has _ the 
high school crowded and two 
grammar schools in double ses- 
sions. 

The Jay-Cees had their Jay- 
Cettes with them. The table talk 
made it evident that the young 
women, as well as the men, in 
Forest Park are interested in pub- 
lic affairs. 

The mayor is J. K. Currie, night 
manager of the Chevrolet plant. 

There'll be a city election in 
December. What I overheard 
seemed to indicate Mayor Currie 
will not be a candidate. 

The talk is that the mayor pro- 
tem will be a husky, good-looking 
fellow with the only name of its 
kind in the phone book—Strietel- 
meyer, L. D.

Harmful Barriers 


In the parable of the Pharisee and the pub- 
lican who went into the temple to pray, Jesus 
tells us that the first man said, “God, I thank 


thee that I am not like other men,” and the second said, “God, be 
merciful to me a sinner.” Our Lord praised the repentant publican 


but criticized the boastful Pharisee. 


Now I submit that this was a 
revolutionary teaching which 
Christ proclaimed. For the Phari- 
see, although he followed the laws 
strictly and represented the 
great religious heritage of his 
people, was by the standards of 
men completely praiseworthy. 
And the publican, whatever his 
prayer, was by any human stand- 
ard to be condemned. 

Yet the Pharisee, to Jesus’ way 
of thinking, was proud and his 
pride showed no mercy. The pub- 
lican, despite his past sinfulness, 
had come to a realization of his 
wrongs and acknowledged his 
ways. 

The sin of the Pharisee was 
pride, and pride is one of the 
most vicious and corrupting of 
all sins. 

Pride separates a man from his 
better self. We are, each of us, 
two persons: our real self, sinful 
and misled, and our potential self 
as a true child of God's nature. 
We struggle to transform our real 
self into our better self. This can 
be accomplished by the Spirit of 
God. But it can never be done in 
the life of a proud person, for a 
proud man never sees any wrong 
in himself and he does not feel 
any need for God. He remains 
content with himself. 

Pride also separates us from 
our fellow men. The proud man 
wants others to be like himself. 
He is perfect and all others must

Sometimes this pride in self in- 
fects even religious groups and 
we become like the narrow-mind- 
ed parson in Henry Fielding’s 
novel who said he believed in re- 
ligion, that is the Christian re- 
ligion, that is Protestant Chris- 
tianity, that is the Church of 
England. All other creeds were 
somehow either inferior or wrong. 
Such nonsense was in the mind of 
the Pharisee who claimed that he 
was different from all other men. 

But pride also separates a man 
from God. God in Christ humbled 
Himself and became a servant. 
Only in humility, in need and in 
dependence can we expect God's 
mercies to come into our lives. 
The proud man is incapable of 
sensing his need of God. He is 
too stiff to bend his knee, even 
before God. He merely prays to 
himself, as did the Pharisee.

OTHER RIGHTS TRAMPLED 


. ‘By the use of federal troops,” 
he said, “rights just as precious 
if not more so than integration 
have been trampled into the dust 
beneath the boots of paratroopers 
or cut to pieces by their shining, 
unsheathed bayonets.”’ 

“This is a grievous setback to 
the cause of progress, justice and 
Christian charity but, neverthe- 
less, it is true,” he said. 

Faubus called on the people of 
Little Rock to endure as well as 
they can the fact that this city is 
an “occupied area.”’ 


MILITARY SUPREME 


‘‘Remember,” he said, “that all 
law and individual rights give 
way to military power when that 
power is strong enough to enforce 
its will.” 

Faubus declared that Arkansas 
had been deprived of its sover- 
eign rights and warned that a like 
fate could befall other states. 

“T will continue to respect the 
great office of the President, and 
our federal union,”’ the governor 
said, ‘“‘but I shall continue to re- 
spect also the rights of the sov- 
ereign states which make up the 
federal union and which elect the 
President.

“T am subject to the will of the 
people, within the framework of 
the Constitution and federal laws.

Itsuro Hayashi, his chief law- 
yer, had been preparing to make 
a point of the testimony of a 
prosecution witness, Hidetsugu 
Onozeki, another scrap collector, 
that Girard shouted ‘Get out”’ or 
“Get out of here’ before firing 
his grenade launcher and killing 
Mrs. Naka Sakai on Jan. 30. 

Hayashi said this indicated Gi- 
rard’s state of mind at the time 
of the shooting and that he was 
acting under orders. 

Maj. Stanley Levin, the Ottawa, 
Ill., soldier’s Army adviser, said, 
however, ‘‘Girard told the truth 
as he knows it.”’ 

It appeared likely that because 
of the conflicting testimony and 
hazy memories of witnesses that 
a verdict in the eight-month-old 
case will not be returned until 
November. 

The court heard only one of six 
scheduled prosecution witnesses 
and Girard today, then scheduled 
the next session on the on-again, 
off-again trial for Oct. 3.

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Saud Seeks 
Arab Talks 
On Syria 


Arabian Taking 


Peacemaker Role 


DAMASCUS, Syria, Sept. 26 w— 
A new Arab summit conference 
was reported in the making today 
as King Saud of Saudi Arabia 
took up the role of middleman in 
an effort to prevent a blow up 
over leftist Syria. 

A dramatic sample of Saud's 
intervention as peacemaker was 
the arrival here today by Pre- 
mier Ali Jawdat of Iraq, a mem- 
ber of the anti-Communist Bagh- 
dad Pact. 

The cousin kings of Hashemite 
Iraq and Jordan have been feud- 
ing with Syria and Egypt over 
policies which seemed to be open- 
ing the gates to Soviet penetra- 
tion of the Middle East, and have 
had a generations-old feud with 
the Saudi Arabians as well. 


PATCHED UP 


But the Hashemite-Saudi quar- 
rel appeared patched up last 
spring when Saud openly support- 
ed Jordan's King Hussein in rid- 
ding his kingdom of its leftist, 
pro-Egyptian government. Saud 
also paid a state visit to Iraq. 

There were reports here that 
Saud has now been invited to re- 
visit both Iraq and Jordan, and 
that a meeting of the heads of 
the Arab states may be arranged 
to examine differences. 

A strong anti-Communist, Saud 
has cooperated with President Ei- 
senhower’s policy in the Middle 
East, but is reported deeply dis- 
turbed at the split in Arab ranks 
over Syria's leftward trend. 


BONN VISIT 


Saud, who arrived here yester- 
day from a sojourn in West Ger- 
many and Switzerland, was greet- 
ed warmly by the Syrians, who 
obviously hoped the visit would 
revive the Syrian-Egyptian-Arabi- 
an joint military command which 
was badly dented by last spring’s 
crisis in Jordan. 

Apparently he strongly urged 
that Iraqi Premier Jawdat be in- 
vited here for talks. Jawdat’s ar- 
rival from neighboring Lebanon 
was a hint that Syria is con- 
cerned at the depth of the feeling 
in the West about her involvement 
with Russia.

integration.”’ 


In a letter to the governor, 
Allen recommended that Griffin 
confer at once with top legisla- 
tive leaders regarding the possi- 
bility of a special session “‘for the 


specific purpose of restudying | 
. and revising our plans in regards | 


to happenings of the past two 
weeks.” 


POLICE POWERS 


Allen said the creation of ‘“‘ex- | 
traordinary police powers at the | 
state level’’ should be con-| 


sidered since it is “apparent that | 
the National Guard can be im- 
mediately federalized at the whim 
of the President.”’ 


Griffin was out of the city and 
not immediately available for | 
comment on Allen’s proposal. 


Other points that Allen sug- 
gested a special session might 
study were these: 

1. The “‘successes and failure” 
of school segregation plans of oth- 
er Southern states to see if any 
way can be found to strengthen 
Georgia’s private school plan 
“or other necessary legislation.” 


RELOCATION PLAN 


2. The development of a re- 
location plan within counties hav- 
ing a predominant Negro popula- 
tion ‘“‘to make possible’ the 
strengthening of our present and 
any future zoning regulations.’’ 

3. The establishment of a long- 
range plan “of good will and 
understanding” to prevent ‘“‘any 
economic hardship on the personal 
and business interests of the 
state.” 

In his letter to Griffine Allen 
said the people are asking ‘‘What 
can we do”’ in the face of the de- 
velopments in Arkansas. 


*‘Time and understanding, which 
have stood by us for so long, are 
apparently running out,”’ he said.

Eisenhower's action in the Lit- 
tle Rock crisis has also thrust 
at the heart of a major Southern 
weapon of resistance to integra- 
tion—the police powers of the 
governors of the sovereign states. 


CAN’T USE GUARD 


No longer can a governor who 
has vowed there will be no inte- 
gration in his state count on the 
use of the National Guard to pre- 
vent Negroes from attending an 
integrated-ordered school. The 
President can merely order the 
Guard into federal service and 
thus immobilize it. Nor can a 
governor faced with an integra- 
tion order count on keeping con- 
trol of the situation with state 
police; the President has shown 
that the federal government may 
take over with federal troops. 

The showdown between federal 
authority and the states that are 
determined to resist integration 
was bound to come sooner or lat- 
er. But it seemed some years 
off for the Deep South under the 
pattern of gradual desegregation 
that began in border states after 
the Supreme Court’s 1954 de- 
cision. 

But Faubus forced the issue. 
And a new pattern has been set. 

It is ironic that the showdown 
came in a state whose governor 
has declared that he is not op- 
posed to integration as such and 
in a state where several school 
districts have been integrated. 

The President’s action will 
cause an agonizing reappraisal 
of the South’s role-in the main 
stream of American politics. 
DOOMS GOP IN DIXIE 

It seems almost certain to 
doom the meager start the GOP 
has made toward establishing a 
second party in Dixie. And the 
national Democratic Party will 
almost certainly support the 
President’s action; there seems 
little hope that the South can 
maintain its former position with- 
in that party that has been un- 
easy at best for years.

‘Eve’ Author Re] ected Film Offer 8 Times 
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By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


How did it all start? 

The good-looking psychiatrist scratched his 
curly head, sighed a bit wearily and said he 
didn’t know. 

The wiry, blue-eyed man was Dr. Corbett H. 
Thigpen, one of two authors of “The Three 
Faces of Eve.”” He was speaking before 140 
members and guests of the Atlanta Writers Club. 


“We had this woman come into our office with 
this strange malady,” he continued. This woman 
was “Eve White,” well disguised in the book to 
protect her identity, and this strange malady 
was “multiple personality,” in Eve’s case three 
distinct personalities in one human being. 

Dr. Hervey M. Cleckley, former professor of 
psychiatry and neurology at the Medical College 
of Georgia, is the other author and Eve's other 
psychiatrist. 

The clean-cut Dr. Thigpen, an assistant pro- 
fessor in the same department at Augusta, first 
sat in Dr. Cleckley’s classes in 1942. There 
began a working partnership that has culmi- 
nated in the now famous treatment of the dowdy 
Georgia housewife and mother. 

A native of Macon, Dr. Thigpen had gone 
through his own struggle as an undergraduate at 
North Georgia College when he was deciding on 
a career. Medicine intrigued him, but he wasn’t 
sure he could face all the studying. 

Finally his interest won out, and, as a medi- 
cal student, he began doing research with his 
mentor. Dr. Cleckley is best known for his 
1941 book, ““The Mask of Sanity,” which is a 
well-written medical classic. 

Eve's story first was told in a typical medical 
report published in 1954. Then the doctors de-

cided to write an extended story of their expe- 
riences with the three-faced young patient. 


Displaying his fondness for his collaborator, 
Dr. Thigpen declared that, while Eve actually 
was his patient, Dr. Cleckley wrote the read- 
able book. 


Dr. Thigpen confessed to some naivete about 
publishing and movie rights. Speaking in his 
home-grown accent, he told this story of the 
motion picture sale: ““‘The studio got interested 
before the publisher accepted the book. One day 
I had a call from 20th Century-Fox. Now, I’m 
the world’s worst sucker, and I thought it was 
just another practical joke being pulled on me. 
I refused the call.” 

Dr. Thigpen put the Fox man off eight times 
before he finally agreed ‘‘to think about’’ the 
movie offer. The doctors got Eve’s permission, 
and both movie and book are entertaining. Dr. 
Thigpen especially liked one book critic’s com- 
ment: “Like the faint rustle of a Victorian 
petticoat.” 

Two sons, Wayne, 9, and Mark, 5, romp in 
the Thigpen household in the piney woods near 
Augusta. The doctor met Louise, his wife of 17 
years, in undergraduate school. 

Recently, at the movie banquet in Augusta, 
a photographer mistook Mrs. Thigpen for Miss 
Georgia, who also attended the affair. The mis- 
take pleased the 38-year-old doctor, and he was 
heard to remark proudly, “‘She’s the kind of per- 
son, no matter what I might do, she would always 
be the same.” 

Dr. Thigpen is justly proud, too, of his “‘beau- 
tifully integrated” patient. His two Eves (some 
of whose elements all of us may claim, he in- 
sisted) gradually merged and developed into a 
healthier woman.

Tuesday is “See Day” for 
Georgia clubwomen. 

The Youth Service Commit- 
tee of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, headed by 
Mrs. Henry J. Toombs of At- 
lanta, has designated Tuesday 
as See Day in connection with 
the federation’s legislation to 
establish detention homes 
throughout the state. 

This phase of work takes pri- 
ority in the organization’s leg- 
islative program for 1958. To 
focus attention on the needs of 
Georgia, clubwomen are urged 
to see for themselves “‘what fa- 
cilities their county has for 
housing delinquent youth and 


_ dependent, neglected children.” 


The federation is committed 
to an all-out effort to establish 
a state-wide system of detention 
homes “which will take these 
children from the jails where 
they are usually held.” 

In explaining the federation’s 
concern, Mrs. Toombs ob- 
served: 

“It is Georgia’s disgrace that 
only five of the 159 counties 
have special facilities for hold-

Fulton Health Board Votes a Drastic Cut 
In Salk Vaccine Program for Next Year 


A drastic cut next year in the 
number of shots administered in 
the Salk polio vaccination pro- 
gram in Fulton County loomed 
Thursday. 


The County Health Board, which 
learned that federal polio vaccine 
funds and supplies will be ex- 
hausted by the end of this year, 
voted Thursday to continue the 
free vaccine program only among 
children who normally receive 
treatment at health clinics. 


Dr. James F. Hackney, health 
commissioner, advised the board 
that unless more federal funds are 
forthcoming—or unless the state 
appropriates funds—to buy free 
vaccine, financing of polio im- 
munization programs will become 
a complete local responsibility. 

Under an amendment to the 
board’s proposed 1958 budget, $6,- 
000 will be set up to supply free 
vaccine for the first six months 
of 1958 to children in the more 
polio-susceptible age groups. If 
no more federal funds are set up, 
other funds will have to be made 
available by the health board, Dr. 
Hackney said. 

Dr. John R. Venable, state 
health commissioner, said federal 
funds for polio “already are’ ex- 
hausted although there is some 
vaccine still on hand. He said the 
state does not expect to seek state 


vaccine funds for this “in the 
foreseeable future.” 

Under the proposed budget set 
up by the county health agency 
for next year, funds will be avail- 
able to give shots to approximate- 
ly 5,000 children under one year 
of age who normally get treat- 
ments at county health clinics.
